By keeping marijuana ille- 
gal and confined to the black 
market, our wildly ineffective 
marijuana laws are to blame for 
handing criminals a virtual mo- 
nopoly on the lucrative marijua- 
na trade. 

As long as marijuana re- 
mains illegal in the U.S. drug 
gangs will resort to horrendous 
acts of violence, including tor- 
ture, beheadings and the murder 
of entire families to carve out a 
share of the trade. 

The war on drugs has not re- 
duced crime, disease, death, or 
addiction. 

The public has realized that 
we need to change our marijua- 
na laws. Politicians would do 
well to catch up.

Stephen Colbert, host of the 
popular Comedy Central show 
The Colbert Report” recently 
came under fire for a quotation 
posted to Twitter via the ac- 
count @ColbertReport. 

The offensive tweet in 
question was as follows: 

I am willing to show 
#Asian community I care 
by introducing the Ching- 
Chong Ding-Dong Foun- 
dation for Sensitivity to 
Orientals or Whatever. 

The tweet was even- 
tually removed due to a 
massive backlash. The ac- 
count is the official twitter 
for the show itself, and is 
run by Comedy Central. 

The tweet was part of a 
skit meant to mock Wash- 
ington Redskins’ owner 
Dan Snyder on his decision not 
to alter the team name, instead 
opting to open a Foundation for 
Native Americans. 

Well known for his on-stage 
persona, itself a parody of ste- 
reotypes associated with right 
wing pundits, Colbert made a 
name for himself with a bevy 
of non-politically correct state- 
ments and observations of on- 
show guests and events from 
around the nation. But the 
switch from cable television to 
Twitter sparked a huge uprising

Dogs who are CCI certified 
can go into one of four branch- 
es of service. Some become 
service companions to adults 
who have disabilities and are 
trained to specifically turn on 
lights, open doors or pick up 
items. Other dogs can become 
“skilled companions” who work 
with minors or those who can- 
not give commands. These dogs 
will have an additional handler 
who helps the person with a dis- 
ability and guides the dog. 

Another branch of service 
is a facility dog, where the an- 
imal will go into schools, court 
houses or other public facilities. 
These dogs have a handler who 
will often bring them to work 
with children. According to Sel- 
brede, there is a facility dog in 
Stafford who goes to the court- 
house to help calm children 
who have to give testimony 
during court cases. The fourth, 
and most commonly seen ser- 
vice dog, is the hearing aid 
dog, which will alert its owner 
to sounds such as a doorbell or 
alarm. 

According to Selbrede, 40 
percent of all dogs who take the 
certification test pass. One of

Virginia’s Attorney General 
Mark Herring filed a brief with 
the 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals supporting same-sex 
marriage. 

Herring urged the appellate 
court to uphold Judge Aren- 
da Wright Allen’s, of the U.S. 
District Court for the Eastern 
District of Virginia, original rul- 
ing that the current ban against 
same-sex marriage is uncon- 
stitutional. In the papers, he 
claimed that same-sex couples

“have the same right to marry 
as interracial heterosexual cou- 
ples,” according to the Associ- 
ated Press report. 

Both parties expect the case 
to ultimately be decided in the 
U.S. Supreme Court, whether it 
comes from this Virginia’s case 
or another state’s challenge of a 
same-sex marriage ban. 

“Since the Supreme Court 
ruled last year that a law pro-
